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NEW POSTAGE STAMP ISSUES 


It has been decided to replace the 
l-cent, 2-cent, 3-cent, 4-cent and 
5-cent postage stamps at present 
current in Canada, showing his 
Majesty, King George VI, in military 
uniform, with a new issue of post- 
age stamps portraying the King in 
civilian dress. The new issue will be 
of the same size and colours as are 
now in use and are printed in sheets 
of 100 stamps. 

The stamps will be issued on June 
6th, the day officially recognized as 
the birthday of the King. 


Halifax Commemorative 


A special 4-cent commemorative 
postage stamp will be issued on the 
21st June to commemorate the 200th 
anniversary of the founding of Hali- 
fax, Nova Scotia. The stamp will be 
approximately 1%” x 1” and will 
bear a scene based on a painting by

be purple and it will be printed in 
sheets of 50 stamps.

First Day Covers 

First Day cover service for the 
King George VI, regular issue, 5 
denominations, will be provided at 
the Ottawa, Ontario, Post Office 
only, the covers being cancelled on 
the date of issue, 6th June. F. D. 
Cover service for the Halifax stamp 


will be given by the Postmaster at 
Halifax, N.S., June 21st. It is to be 
noted that the P.O.D. now requires 
a 5e, service charge on ordinary 
covers and 10c on registered covers 
besides the necessary stamps to be 
affixed to covers.

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History of Canadian 0.H.M.S. Stamps — 


by 


There has always been consider- 
able speculation about just how and 
where these stamps originated and 
now for the first time we are able to 
give our Philatelic friends the true 
facts. 


It has long been assumed that 
these issues were used only from the 
office of the Assistant Receiver Gen- 
eral at Victoria,B .C. However the 
writer’s discovery some months ago 
of similar covers bearing O.H.M.S. 
stamps emanating from the Prov- 
incial offices of the Assistant Re- 
ceiver General at Toronto and Cal- 
gary and dated from Sept. 1931 to 
Dec. 1933 effectually exploded this 
assumption. I passed this information 
on to Mr. F. Walter Pollock of Tea- 
neck, N.J, who is a specialist in 
Canadiana and who conducts the 
Canada Corner in the Western Stamp 
Collector and he immediately started 
an enquiry which has resulted in the 
true facts relating to these issues 
being brought to light. Our sincere 
thanks are certainly due to Mr. Pol- 
lock for his persevering effort in 
obtaining from Official sources in 
Ottawa the following authentic in- 
formation. 

These stamps were introduced in 
May 1923 by the Department of 
Finance of the Dominion Govern- 
ment at Ottawa. Inasmuch as_ the 
head office in Ottawa enjoyed frank- 


ing privileges their use was re- 
stricted to the various Provincial 
offices of the Assistant Receiver 


General. These offices were located 
at Victoria, B.C. Calgary, Alta. 
Regina, Sask. Winnipeg, Man. Tor- 
onto, Ont. Halifax, N.S. Saint John, 
N.B. and Charlottetown, P.E.I. (No 
mention was made of Montreal, Que. 
altho an office was located in that 
city so we might assume that they 
were used there also) Their use con- 
tinued until March 11, 1935 at which 
time these offices were taken over by 
the Bank of Canada. Thus these 
issues were in use for almost twelve 
years. 

" The machine used for perforating 
the stamps was known as a Cummins 
53 and its pattern made five holes

in each vertical stroke of the letters. 
It was located in the Currency branch 
of the Dept. of Finance in Ottawa. 
The stamps were all perforated there 
and from there distributed to the 
various Provincial offices. This cor- 


rects the prevalent but erroneous 
idea that they emanated from the 
Victoria, B.C. office only. 

The authority for their issuance 


and use by the Department of 
Finance was similar to that extended 
to private corporations such as 
C.P.R., C.N.R., Bell Telephone Co. 
ete. Consequently they were not Of- 
ficial issues of the Post Office Dept. 
However inasmuch as they definitely 
were the forerunners of the Official 
O.H.M.S. stamps subsequently issued 


we might classify them as Semi/ 
Official as they were used by a 
Government Departmental Office. 
In any event no collection of Can- 


adian O.H.M.S. could be called com- 
plete without their inclusion. 


From March 11, 1935 until July 1, 
1939 there were no O..HM.S. stamps 
in use. On the latter date they again’ 
made their appearance but under 
different authority. Leading up to 
this itroduction I am able to give the 
following authoritative information. 

A treasury Board minute (No. 
173975) of the 10th of May 1938 
specified that Government Depart- 
ments were to be furnished postage 
stamps perforated O.H.M.S. on and 
after July 1, 1938. Action however 
was deferred so a second Treasury 
Board minute (T.1790926) dated 28th 
March 1939 was passed ordering that 
the system be put into operation on 
July 1, 1939 which was done. 

The new system however, and here 
is the important point, was placed 
under the administration of the Post 
Office Department. They supplied 
the stamps, did the perforating and 
attended to the distribution, thus all 
subsequent emissions became Official 
issues. 

When the new plan was put into 
operation the Post Office Dept. had 
no perforating machine as the new 
one ordered had not been delivered. 
However the old original machine, 


g 


previously used by the Finance Dept. 
was borrowed and used for the first 
supplies of stamps sent out as Postal 
issues. This therefor accounts for 
the existence of Official stamps with 
the same perforations as the so- 
called Semi-Official stamps mention- 
ed previously. The first supplies were 
from the then current King George 
VI series of 1937-8 up’ to the 20c 
value only. 

Coincident to these issues various 
Government Departments were in- 
structed to return to the Post Office 
Dept. any stocks of unperforated 
stamps on hand for the purpose of 


having them perforated. In some 
cases these instructions were com- 
plied with immediately and these 


returns received the large type 1 
perforation, in others they were not 
returned until after the new machine 
had been placed in operation hence 
they received the new type 2 per- 
forations. Unfortunately for the 
Philatelic student no record was kept 


of the stamps so treated. Mr. Pol- 
lock believes and I concur in his 
theory that Scott’s #228, 224 and 


226 being the 10c, 13c and 50c of the 
1935 series together with lc, 2c and 
3c Royal Visit € 3c Coronation were 
returned and perforated with type 
1 while the 10c and 50c of the 1935 
series Scotts #223 and 226, all three 
values of the Royal Visit, and the Air 
Mail C5 of 1935 were returned and 
treated with the new machine. 

I have been unable to ascertain the 
exact date when the new machine 
was placed in operation but it would 
appear to be some time in the fall of 
1939. All subsequent issues have been 
perforated with it. It makes a pattern 
having only four holes in each vert- 
ical stroke, thus making it smaller 
than type 1, which represents the 


original machine. We designate the 
the new type as Type 2, 
A typograph of the two Types.

Summarizing these issues we can 


readily place them into the following 
groups: 

1. Semi-Official, Type 
used from May 1923 until 


1.—Stamps

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1935. The last recorded being the 
U. E. Loyalist issue Scott #209. 


2. Official, Type 1.—First supplies 
sent out by the P.O. Dept. Scott 
#231 to 236, 241-2-3-. C6. 

Type 1.—Stamps returned for per- 
foration Scot #223, 224, 226 le and 
əc Royal Visit, 3c Coronation. 


3. Official Type 2.—Stamps returned 
for perforation Scott #223, 226, 
246-7-8 Royal Visit, C.5, E.7, E9. 

All subsequent issues from Scott 
#231 as per list attached. 


All O.H.M.S. Air Mail, Special De- 
livery, and Air Mail, Spcl. Delivery 
are official. 

Mr. Pollock informs me that the 
perforating machine consists of a row 
of ten segments in a single line 
and thus should perforate one row of 
stamps at a time. The feeding of the 
sheets into the machine however, as 
well as the spacing, is a manual 
operation and is done more or less 
casually by a clerk in the stockroom 
of the Postage Stamp Division. De- 
pending on how the sheets are fed in 
we get a number of different letter 
positions as shown in the chart below. 
While these differencesa re relatively 
unimportant they do make collectable 
varieties for the specialist. Some- 
times the spacing is so minor that 
we get so-called doubles i.e. the two 
perforations overlap. These are how- 
ever definitely uncommon.

From the above chart you can see 
that eight varieties are possible. I 
have never seen forms G or H, but 
they exist. Any of these could also 
exist as doubles. 

Form A. Normal—Sheets fed in vert- 
ically, face up, top first. 
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Form B. Reversed—Sheets fed in 

_ vertically, gum side up, top first. 

Form C.—Inverted—Sheets fed in 
vertically, face up, bottom first. 

Form D.—Inverted € Reversed— 
Sheets fed in vertically, gum side 
up, bottom first. 

Form E. Reading Up—Sheets fed 

= horizontally, left side first, face up. 

Form F. Reading Down—Sheets fed 
Horizontally, right side first, face 
up. 

Form G. Reversed, Read Down— 
Sheets fed horizontally, gum side 
up in (E reversed). 

Form H. Reversed, Read Up—Sheets 
fed horizontally, gum side up (F 
reversed).

POSTMARKS DIRECT LETTER

“All three (places) have taken my 
names in vain. I was never in any of 
them.” 


THE EDWARD 50c OF CANADA

Other differences are the P in post- 
age. Type 1 copies are not sharply 
outlined, the fur tippet on the King’s 
left shoulder lacks clarity. In Type 2 
the hair on the top of the head ap- 
pears heavily retouched. The gen- 
eral appearance of Type 1 does not 
suggest a shift or smudge printing, 
nevertheless this may be the case. 

Some specialist interested in this 
stamp may care to give his opinion 
after inspecting his holdings. There 
are a few collectors interested and 
awaiting information.—Aubrey Kel- 
son.

#28 “P.OW.” Parcel Post Stamps 


Back in the September 1947 issue 
of B.N.A. TOPICS, the official pub- 
lication of the British North 
America Philatelic Society, lan ©. 
Morgan, their newly elected Vice- 
President, wrote some notes regard- 
ing the “official P.O.W. Parcel Post 
Stamps of Canada”. There are six 
varieties mentioned by Morgan, the 
first appearing February, 1940 and 
the last coming out March, 1946. 

It’s this last issue about which I 
write. They were printed in vertical 
strips of five, rouletted between. 
Whereas the gauge seems to be 9% 
between all other stamps, that 
between the 3rd and 4th stamps 
gauges 12%. So that means each 
sheet is made up of five distinct 
varieties, as follows: 

Stamp #1 Imperf at top—roulette 

9 at bottom. 

Stamp #2 Roulette 9% 
bottom. 

Stamp #3 Roulette 9% 
at bottom. 

Stamp #4 Roulette 12% 
at bottom. 

Stamp #5 Roulette 91% at top—im- 
perf at bottom. 

At least the sheets I’ve checked all 
come in this manner. Who can report 
differently ?
